EDUCATION. 


“The end of education is conceived to be, to make men whole 
men. ‘True education will cause all business, law, reform, relig- 
ion to be considered good only as they serve noble ends; only 
as rising out of selfishness and hypocrisies, they let in upon their 
narrow, meay little lives, the sunlight of truth, and learn that all 
things are ennobled in proportion as they serve humanity. Ina 
word it will round out, complete the individual man, physically, 
mentally, morally,—seeking no one element in undue propor- 
tion.” 


Our fathers most nobly sustained the cause of education 
Now, rather, it is for us to be devoted to the work they have 
thus far so nobly carried on. That we take increased devotion 
to the cause for which they gave full measure. +*That we high- 
ly resolve that we do all to uphold an interest of-such real con- 
sequence, at once so material and so full of promise to those who 
apply themselves to the great work.

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REMARKS. ‘ 

The State Superintendent of schools sends out ninety (90) 
written questions for teachers and town committee to answer,making 
it very important that the law be carried out: “That no teacher 
he paid until registers are returned to the town committee, prop- 
erly filled out, and receipt given.” District committees should 
hire only such teachers as they know to be good and suitable for 
their schools, as examinations by the town committee only, test 
the power of memory to hold knowledge. They cannot test the 
ability to control, ability to teach, nor can they indicate the de- 
gree of intellectual and moral power which can be exerted ; any 
one of which is far more important in teaching than knowledge. 

To hire good teachers, is the most important suggestion the 
committee can make, in view of the present state of our schools, 
as, if matters should go on, from bad to worse, in the way we 
have seen of late, about the only qualification the teacher will 
need, will be to know how to use a shot-gun to good effect, on 
both scholars and parents! Or, (to qualify the remark some- 
what,) as the old Commodore said when he hung some of his 
men to the yard-arm, “Pirates must be hung wet or dry,” so 
conspirators, insubordinates, their aiders, abettors, and sympa- 
thizers should receive from an indignant community, the most 
summary judgment, the deepest execration, the greatest penalty 
that can be inflicted. 

No ckanges have been made in text books during the year, 
though the book agents have been very active in sending papers 
recommending their goods, something like 120 different articles 
having been received by the committee during the year, recom- 
mending about 1000 kinds of books. 

Committees.are not allowed to change only one kind of books 
in any year and no one kind oftener than 3 years. Good 
teachers are not depending as much as formerly on text books, 
and Grammar especially may be spun out mostly from the 
teacher’s head-piece.
